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Claims 13-20 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

The limitation of the thickness of the silicon carbide layer is in claim 15; hence, 
the correct claim to be cancelled should be claim 1 5, not claim 14 as applicants have 
done. Appropriate correction is required. 




The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1, 3-8, 10-13, 15-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over applicant's admitted prior art and Xing - US 6,492,222. 

See reasons of record in paper 2, January 30, 2003. 



Applicant's arguments filed on March 28, 2003 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 



Applicants have stated in the response at the bottom of page 3 to the top of page 4 that 
a thin silicon carbide layer is formed on at least one layer of the plurality of the inter-layer 
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dielectrics. Xing clearly discloses (see especially col 7, lines 59-64) to form a thin dielectric 
layer, which may be silicon carbide, between the interlayer dielectric layers. Although applicant 
is correct in stating that interlayer dielectrics are on the order of thousands of angstroms thick, 
Xing teaches a thin dielectric layer between the interlayer dielectric layers. The thickness may 
be optimized depending on the level of protection necessary for the memory device. It is 
reasonable that the thickness of the thin dielectric layer be in the hundreds of angstroms (and not 
in the thousands of angstroms). Note that in col. 9, lines 54-55, Xing states, as an example, that 
thin films may be less than 100 nm thick (less than 1000 angstroms).
